THE COAL QUESTION. 

Srz,—In the Mining Journal of last week I observe an article from a 
eorrespondent, entitled “The Coal Question.” As the article discusses 
certain figures given in my volame called the “‘ Coal Question,” some of 
your readers may suppose that it is my assertions which are contested, I 
shall take it as a great favour if you will allow me to explain that the 
article does not appear to have been written by a gentleman who had rad 
my work, nor to bear against my conclusions. : 

For instance, I have not held to the opinion of Mr. Hull, that the in- 
ternal heat of the earth will prevent us sinking below 4000 feet. Ihave 
the highest respect for Mr. Hull’s work, but I found, as I believe, that his 
calculations on this point were invalidated by an oversight. I nerely 
think that at the depth of 4000 or 5000 feet very considerable anc costly 
ventilation will be requisite. (‘Coal Question,” p.43.) > 

Again, though I calculated that if our consumption continued to in- 
crease at its present rate it would amount to 2607 million tons per annum 
about the year 1961, this was only for the purpose of showing how absurd 
the supposition was (p. 215). It is the consequences of the oppaite sup- 
position—that our consumption cannot long increase as it has been accus- 
tomed to, whereas the consumption in other countries will undoubtedly 
increase very rapidly, that I have endeavoured to point out. 

The remainder of your correspondent’s calculations seem to have equally 


little reference to anything I may have said. For, on page 151,[ wrote— | 


** We cannot, indeed, always be doubling the length of our railways, the 
magnitude of our ships, and bridges, and factories.

EXHAUSTION OF OUR COAL. 

Sm,—The subject of the exhaustion of our coal seems to be occupying 
some attention at present, consequently many speculations and some cal- 
culations are put forth through the medium of the press. Amongst the 
number is one from Mr. A. Bassett, of Cardiff, an authority on the subject. 
I can fully endorse Mr. Bassett’s statement as to the loss of coal in work- 
ing. Many places in different parts of the country could I point to where 
25, 30, and even 36 per cent. of the coal is actually lost, or rather valueless. 
Mr. Bassett suggests the desirability of a “Government Commission o 
Enquiry,” and the offering of a “‘ premiam for the best method of convert- 
ing small coal into a marketable commodity.”” While we should all be 
glad to see some or any profitable method of converting small coal into a 
marketable commodity, yet is not the most simple and rational method 
that of trying to keep the coal a marketable commodity? We all know 
that the coal does not exist in that wmmarketable condition as an integral 
part or necessary, though seperate, accompaniment of our workable seams 
of coal. As a rule, our workable and worked coal is in a state of entirety, 
or in solid beds, exactly like the layers of rock in our stone quarries; con- 
sequently, it strikes me the best method to get the whole ot our coal into 
the market is to produce it in such a manner as not to make any portion 
of it unmarketable; for if the non-marketable portion does not exist prior 
to our working the coal, then I maintain we make the 25 or 30 per cent. 
unmarketable; and if we make it so, and then have to devise some method 
to make those small particles adhere to each other again, we necessarily 
have to makes, or the method to make the coal small and a method to 
artifically makeit large again. Thereare methods of working coal whereby 
the production of small coal is reduced to a minimum; in some coals the 
cost per ton would be some 10 or 15 per cent. more, but if the balance 
were 15 or 20 per cent. on the credit side, besides economising the country’s 
wealth, why not adopt it ?—Normanton, May 14. J. Warpurton.

| Stock, Union of London, and the London and County—indicated most 
| unquestionable success, yet the prosperity of these concerns were shadowed 
| by the failures of the Royal British and the Commercial Banks. The | 
' former is of world-wide notoriety for its mismanagement, and gross de- 
viation from established and recognised banking principles; it must be 
| within the recollection of all practical men that the mal-condact of the 
| executive recoiled upon itself, and they had to sustain the ignominy of | 
| legal and public exposure, whilst the sentence of a jury condemned them 
| to a long and protracted imprisonment. The collapse of this establish- 
| ment arose almost entirely from becoming “‘ pawnabrokers”’ instead of 
‘*bankers.” The Commercial failed from causes too patent to require | 
| comment, otherwise than to observe that their business was absorbed by |

The Stock Exchange members are governed 
by rules and regulations, which are enforced with equal justice against all 
its members, consequently their decision upon the character of any public 
scheme is regarded by the world with the gravest interest; but it is ab- 
surd to recognise the spirit of gambling exercised by a majority of its 
members in respect to such institutions as Overend, Garney, and Co., the 
Alliance Bank, the Credit Foncier and Mobilier of England, and a host of 
other largely extended and important commercial undertakings. Their 
practices are patent to all practically conversant with market operations, 
In the first instance, they “rig” shares in new projects to fabulous pre- 
miums before either their worth is ascertained, or even their existence as a 
corporate body established, by the time they assume a fair working position 
all the shares are purchased by the public, when a system commences of 
depressing the market price through ‘‘ bearing ” shares, and thus creating 
a panic, when the credulous and timid force immediate realisation, thus 
assisting the game in hand; and if the promoters or chief holders do not 
absorb the supply the objectof the “ bears ” is effected, the price drops, and 
the double operation succeeds—securing first the premium and secondly 
the profits, through selling for time delivery, and subsequently repurchasing 
at depreciated prices to complete. ‘This pernicious conduct has likewise 
rostrated the mining share market until it is weeded of many question- 
able undertakings that were upon the ¢apis three years ago, and probably 
within our knowledge, extending over thirty years, no epoch in the his- 
tory of mining enterprise presents so favourable an opportunity for profit- 
able employment of capital as the present.

**M. E.” tells us that in the county of Durham the almost invariable 
practice is to send every particle of coal out of the mine without riddling, 
and if this be done it will go a long way to compensate for any supposed 
want of economy in the system. The Yorkshire plan, it appears, is 
something like the long wall system, but far less complete, and, so far as 
I can understand, has all the complications of the pillar and stall system, 
without its advantages. It seems to me that whether the Durham, the 
Yorkshire, or the Lancashire systems be adopted, there must be a con- 
siderable quanty of coal left behind and hopelessly wasted, because a cer- 
tain proportion of the pillars, or their equivalents, must be left unwrought; 
but if the long wall, in its integrity, be used the coal may be removed as 
completety as the brickma).er removes a deposit of brick earth. 

With regard to the relative safety of the system which provides a special 
man to set timber and props, and that which leaves each man to set for 
himself, I am certainly inclined to give preference to the latter; but be- 
fore that can be generally done the character of the miners must be raised, 
so that it shall be equal to that of the South Yorkshiremen, who are in 
that respect superior to most of their fellow-workmen. It is true that 
strikes are not less frequent in South Yorkshire than in other districts, 
but the effect upon the men is very different, for whilst in other parts a 
strike places the men in a position of extreme poverty, the Yorkshireman 
has his freehold cottage, and a garden sufficient to supply him with the 
necessaries, though not the luxuries, of life to which he has been accus- 
tomed. Now, it will readily be understood that a man who is prudent 
enough to render himself thus independent will very naturally be more 
careful in the pit than he who is but one remove from the brute creation; 
80 that it is scarcely fair to compare the relative casaalties in the two dis- 
tricts, even if the same systems of working were in use. 

Bat, although I am disinclined to accept the comparison as proving

Sir,—A correspondent, in last week’s Journal, states that he has in- 
vented a hand-boring machine. Without it has some special merit, both 
in cheapness of first cost and simplicity of action, it is doubtful if it can 
become of any commercial value. It is impossible to gain an increment 
of power by simply transferring it from the ordinary mallet to a hand- 
worked apparatus. The most which can be accomplished is that a ma- 
chine of this character may relieve the miner from some of the fatigue 
attendant upon boring in confined and disadvantageous positions. One of 
the German hand-boring contrivances consists of a ratchet brace fitted 





bowels of the earth yield us coal, iron, copper, tin, lead, and numerous other 
metals, that rank in national importance, wealth, and necessity second 
only to agriculture itself. The annual value is returned at 40,000,0007. 
to 42,000,0002. sterling. Without our minerals, ships could not be con- 
structed, or railways made, nor locomotion effected. In truth, the metallic 
product of this country is as requisite to the prosperity of the nation as the 
sustenance which the earth yields to its population. We need not men- 
tion to those that are acquainted with the vast mineral resources of this 
kingdom, that the coal fields are very widely extended, being found in rich 
and widely-spread basins in most of the counties of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland. Cornwall and Devon, however, stand pre-eminent for the yield 
of copper and tin; but Nature, so bountiful in these with lead and other 
metals, has denied this favoured district the production of coal; thence 
arises the necessity of conveying the copper ores to Wales for smelting, the 
coal required being threefold in weight compared with the ores. 

The high prices of money, now 10 per cent. minimum at the Bank of 
England, and 124 to 15 per cent. on Bank paper charged in the general 
market, added to the high value of money for a long period past, have ex- 
ercised a depressing influence on the prices of all metals. The mines in 
Cornwall producing copper and tin are almost entirely subject to the smel- 
ter’s appreciation of gains to himself, irrespeetively of the requirements of 
the miner’s industry to raise the ores from whence his profits accrue. In 
truth, the smelters are bankers; and as the riiner would have to apply to 
the banker for support, if he refuses the price offered for his ores he must 
naturally succumb to any extortion in price that may be exacted. We, 
however, ought not, in common honesty, expect the smelter to apply his 
money to hoard the produee of tin and copper, when, in fact, he can ob- 
tain 12} to 15 per cent. from employing his capital as abanker. This, in 
& great measure, accounts for the existing prices of metals, and so soon as 
the money market becomes easier, so sure will the current value of metals 
advance.

been an independent, honest, and capable ager thus appointed, who would swerve 
neither to the right hand or the left from the path of duty to his employers ? 

Then, again, an important element in the success or otherwise of a mining company 
is the capability and character of the principal captains,on whose judgment and opinion 
the carrying out of mining operations are to be performed. There should be no previoas 
arrangement with any agent that he should be appointed, as is too often the case; be 
should have an equal chance with any others who may be candidates for the appoint- 
ment, and the greatest care should be taken in the selection of a fit man to fill this post 
—such fitness to be decided not solely on testimonials as to ability, but as to honesty 
and integrity as well. The best agent in the world as a man possessing a thorough 
knowledge of mining matters, if he be not honest, is sure to ruin the best mine, for he 
is safe to attempt to do something for the especial benefit of himself and friends, to the 
detriment of the other shareholders, Men of the stamp such as should be employed are, 
T admit, not often to be found ; the demand for such is great, but the supply is limited. In 
order to create a greater supply, these agents should be better paid, and be required to 
give up their time exclusively to the affairs of their own mine, thereby causing them to 
concentrate all their interest and energies in doing the best they can for their em- 
ployers. They should not be allowed to hold a share in the mine for which they are 
the appointed captains. 

I should think that there is no business on the face of the earth which, as a general 
rule, is so badly conducted as mining, especially in respect of qualified agents. What 
company would not rather pay @ good captain 20 guineas a-month than an indifferent 
one 5 guineas; in fact, money ts scarcely any object when we consider the immense 
losses that are often sustained from the ignorance of agents who work a mine upon 
their small amount of proper knowledge of the subject, The fact that mining is a 
science which has been lamentably overlooked is too apparent to need any farther com- 
ment. It is a deeply scientific subject, and those who say it is not only display their 
ignorance, if not their disnonesty. While in other sciences men have been educated up 
to them, and especially for them, in mining, until of very recent date, nothing has been 
done, The same class of men now offer themselves as captains of mines who came 
forward 50 years ago, calling themselves only practical miners, considering all scientific 
knowledge superfluous, and condemning those who set themselves forward as possessing 
any claims to more than a practical knowledge of mining. It is much easier to become a 
so-called “ practical” than a “ scientific and practical ;” and unless men will go in for the 
acquisition of both there will always be much difficulty in getting thoroughly efficient 
agents, Again, as to mining and the principle of limited liability, I have always con- 
sidered, and do go still, that the shares, whatever their amount may be, should be made 
payable in fall on allotment. It would be an advantage to the company to have ample 
fands on band, a8 well as an advantage to the shareholder, who would have incurred 
his utmost liability, and done with it, whereas hitherto, in most companies, a small 
part only of the amount per share has been paid up, under representations that no more 
would probably be required ; but the time has come when this has been falsified, and 
the fall amount has been called up on a winding-up petition, thereby involving the 
shareholders, in thousands of instances, in utter bankruptcy. Indeed, I think that it 
would be a judicious interference with the liberty of the subject if the Government of 
the country were to pass an Act prohibiting any company from creating a capital other- 
wise than in shares to be fully paid upon allotment. The effect of this would be to 
put a wholesome check on reckless speculators, and, indeed, on all investors, who would 
then only purchase shares for which they would be obliged to provide the full amount 
of their ability ; if they could not do this, then they would be the proper persons to be 
prevented from incurring liabilities. —_— A CoRNISHMAN.

Sin,-—-My previous remarks on this subject, which appeared in your 
valuable Journal of March 3 and 17, seems to have been appreciated by 
some of your numerous readers, who have again requested me to continue 
them; but allow me to say that my object in doing so is to certify in a 
most sincere manner to our English friends that it is our chief interest, as 
Welshmen, to see all slate speculations and other works in our country 
proving successful and remunerative to their proprietors, as it is well known 
our hills contain their abundant treasures, and many a shrewd speculator 


has reaped a fortune in exploring them in a skilful and proper manner; 
and, of course, it is to our interest to see such as these visiting and speculating in our 
country, as the more successful concerns we have the more Wages our people receive, 
and our properties dally increasing in value ; so the success of the speculator is our pros- 
perity, and we feel it our duty to bring slate quarries, go far as it is in our power, to be 
4 prosperous speculation throughout all Wales, [am sorry to say there are wany capi- 
talists who are induced to spend their money in slate quarries by flattering and flourish- 
ing reports drawn up by different parties, and find too late the error they bave com- 
mitted. It is wonderful the effect these reports have upon some men. The writer has 
seen men of good business habits led astray by such reports, without enquiring Into the 
character of the reporters, and even their object in introducing such hopeless concerns be- 
fore the public, Some reports on slate quarries in these days are made by men of no 
experience or principle, and are often made more to guit the purpose of the persons who 
have the concern to sell. We do find reports that have been made by men who are ge- 
nerally considered men of experience and capabilities, and are in prominent positions in 
flourishing concerns, but still their reports can be produced, which either prove their 
ignorance or deficlent principle, as they are made without the slightest prospect or 
foundation, It would be only too easy to name several concerns that have been opened 
and worked on the validity of their reports, and thousands of pounds expended ander 
their instructions, but not 4 promise proves trae, and not likely to do 80; and in order

MINES AND MINING. 


Sin,—In the midst of the present monetary panic and depreciation in 
shares of most descriptions, and also in the face of the depressed state of 
the British tin and copper mines, there is, undoubtedly, a profitable field 
for the judicious investment of capital in foreign mines and mining pro- 
perties, which cannot fail to pay, when properly managed, a high per- 
centage upon the outlay. The people of this country, as a general rale, 
know very little of the products and capabilities of other countries, and also, as a gene- 
ral role, disbelieve what ts said as to the capabilities of such countries, and at once, in 
thelr own minds, put down as faise or exaggerated any t which does not happen 
to square with their own preconceived notions. The “ Britisher,” as a rule, thinks 
there is no country in the world capable of producing more copper, tin, or lead than the 
Mnited Kingdom, and as these are almost the only kinds of metals hitherto sought for 
and worked in this conntry to any extent, he seldom for a moment pays any attention 
to mines producing, or capable of producing, such minerals abroad, nor to any gold or 
sliver producing districts; at the same time, he does not, elther from want of interest 
or some other cause, wish or endeavour to procure any information on these matters. 
The result is this, that the capitalist and others who are desirous of investing in good 
mining properties are generally confined to those in our own country ; and, as I have 
already stated, from the absence of e!l knowledge as to the position and prospects of 
those mines and mining properties abroad, they are unwilling to invest in them. This 
unwillingness often arises, and pr perly so, by reason of the bad management applied 











to disguise their error they dupe thetr supporters by saying more money and time are 
required. A manager of a slate quarry, as I described before, is, or ought to be, a dif- 
ferent class of man to those alluded to, inasmuch as principle, experience, and honesty 
being their leading qualification ; and such characters as these are the proper persons to 
make @ true and judicious report, although in making euch they are subject to very un- 
Qeieynily Seatment and remarks, for when a report is reau':ed.on a slate quarry it is 
man of sound principle and knowledge will never be employed to make a report uniess 
the concern will bear minute examination—then it is a very easy matter to make a re- 
port and to please both parties ; but for every one good quarry that wants a report we 
find dozens of indifferent and losing concerns that have been reported on in a most flat- 
tering style, which has mislead the specalator, until he finds, too late, that he has been 
drawn to spend his money on fictitious reports ; then he natarally loses all confidence 
in the reporters, who have sacrificed their principle and sealed their ignorance. Again, 
we know of quarries that have been condemned by true and honest reporters, who by 
doing so have created enemies, and their reports set down as the fruit of their ignorance 
and jealousy; and to prevent these remarks many act contrary to their principle and 
knowledge, quite forgetting that their reports and deception wi!l some day be clearly 
seen, when their names and writings will be a disgrace to their class and country. 
But a faithfal reporter will act in 4 straightforward and upright manner, with a clear 
conscience, sound principle, and a good name, and will gain the respect and confidence 
of the public, although some unprincipled individual may try to deprive him of the 
same. But what remains a mystery in the reporting affair is, why capitalists and pro- 
prietors should still employ and credit reporters who have for years misguided them, 
and have proved contrary to their promises in working their quarries, and spending 
money on places of doubtfal prospects ; they have not even looked to the truth of the 
reports, nor compared them with the openings and prospects of the concerns. It is 
strange that men of common sense do not act in slate speculation in accordance with 
the general rule of business, and question their reporters on the contents of the reports, 
and see that they practically understand what they are writing upon, before they trust 
their money into their hands. A Welsh mountaineer, although he may be considered 
back ward in the theory of business, would, I am convinced, act very differently in this 
matter to many capitalists who apend their money in the slate quarries. I feel assured, 
if some talented promoter were to come to Wales to seek shareholders in some great spe- 
culation, and to produce his high-flown prospectuses, drawn out by first-class re- 
porters, promising extensive dividends, &c., that he would find it rather a difficult task 
to dispose of the shares, without first giving them every satisfaction, and allowing them 
to examine very minutely, and question closely the motive of forming such company, 
aud whether it was intended to be carried on in a straightforward manner, and likely to 
be remunerative, and more especially would enquire into the character of the promoters 
and directors, whether they were practical men or not, alsoif the reports were on a true 
foundation, and see to the salary of the officials, consider if the concern is actually as it 
is reported, aud whether the shares were taken by men who were practically informed 
in the concern. But this Is not the case with many of the English speculators; they 
enter into our slate quarries}without ever considering the above matters so I can, with- 
out hesitation, say that for every one experienced Welshman there are 50 Englishmen 
who are subscribers to these losing slate concerns, It is seldom a really good paying 
quarry is in the market, for there are plenty of Welsh capitalists who are anxiously 
watching for @ good concern, and as a matter of course have the advantage over a stranger, 
i h as they know the district and all connected with it, so a false report to them 





to many of these foreign mines, which have, in reality, nothing but bad ag con- 
sequently the property is condemned, while, at the same time, its merits are not affected. 
Toe vast mineral wealth of most of our own colonies, now iying dormant for want of 
capital, would afford an ample field for highly profitable investment; and when we 
leave such colonies we have the vast mineral wealth, both in gold and copper, of the 
United States, with the silver mines of Nevada, California, Mexico, the whole of South 
America, along the flanks of her great mountain ranges ; and Austrailia, especially atong 
the mountain ranges north of Adelaide, also rich in vast copper deposits; also Central 
America, with its rich gold and silver deposits, In each of these countries selected pro- 
perties, either partially worked or in their virgin state, may be had on reasonable 
terms; and as now, by the ald of steam and railways, most of them can be reached 
within @ comparatively short space of time, there is no doubt whatever bat that those 
capitalists who do not know what can be done in foreign mining will very soon avail 
themselves of many valuable mines, I do not go so far as tosay that the copper and tin 
mines of this country have seen their best cays, althoagh I have heard many persons 
say so, but it Is very certain that the deposits of copper abroad—for instance, in the 
Lake Supertor district, and on the Canadian side, as well as in Nova Scotia, and in cer- 
tain South American provinces, as well as in other parts of the world, which can be 
easily reached—are so large and of such excellent quality that there is some ground for 
thinking that our home mines will materially suffer, and a great many must be for 
ever abandoned. Of course, there will be an exception here and there, whenever a 
second Devon Consols or South Caradon is discovered ; but if there is nothing to create 
mining enterprise in this country no such mines as these are likely to be discovered. I 
am quite sure that the failure of many mines not yielding a good profit on the working 
capital arises from mismanagement, and too often from the dish of those ted 
with them; consequently investments of this description are generally in disrespect, 
and the only way by which this can be overcome is in selecting managers and agents 
whose honesty must be equal to their capability for any givea post. It is a great mis- 
take to commit the management of any mining property to a body of gentiemen as di- 
rectors who have not a good practical knowledge of how matters should be carried on 
properly; indeed, it would be dificult to get such a body together, for, as is more gene- 
rally the case, it is only one ortwo at the most amongst directors of mining and, I may 
say, other companies who know what should be done, and who are capable of judging 
as to their agent’s proceedings, whether he is or is not adopting @ judicious plan of work- 
ing. What I would suggest in all companies, mining or otherwise, is this—that the 
general body ef directors should procare the paid services of a duly-quatified gentleman, 
who should be appointed managing director, upon the understanding that his whole 
time be given up to the affairs of the company, and that he be not a director in any 
other company ; that in addition to his salary, such as may be agreed upon, he should 
be entitled to @ percentage on the profits of the company. This latter addition to his 
income would act as an incentive to hia exertions for his own as well as the share- 
holders’ benefit. This managing director should not be obliged to qualify himself in 
respect of the regulated number of shares which may be required to be taken by 
the other directors, but he should in every case be considered as their servant only, 
neither should he be allowed to hold any shares in the company, unless he be restricted 
from dealing with the same. All this could easily be provided for under the Articles 
of Association. What I am desirous of seeing established in all limited liability com- 
panies is an independent authority, daly qualified for his post, who shall be the dread 
of all those who may have any secret agreements with any bers of the pany, 
&od who shall be afraid of exposure if found oat. Can it for a moment be supposed that 
many companies would have so heavily involved themselves as they have had there 








would be of no avail. I trust the above remarks wiil be a caution to speculators not to 
enter into any slate quarry without first knowing positively who the promoters are, 
also the concern they intend investing their money in. As I said before, reports are 
made either for selling the property or bringing it before the public formed tnto a limited 
Hapility company ; these class of reports are generally well paid for, and, as I alluded 
to before, are made according to their requirements, There is another kind of report, 
made by the manager to the shareholders of the concern he is in office with; this re- 
port is made under the control of the general manager and board of directors, and must 
agree with their ideas and views of the concern; so if this manager is a practical man, 
he, of course, has to report often totally against his conscience, as the good salary and 
easy officeare of more importance to many of these high officials than the interest of the 
company. Asan instance of such managers, it is told of one who is in that capacity in 
Wales, who was engaging an agent, before completing with him requested him to ex- 
amine the slate rocks, &c., after stating the large salary he was to have; the man re- 
turned to him and said that the concern was in such an indifferent state, and very 
doubtful whether it would every pay the proprietors, and especially under the present 
management, that he could not conscientiously take the responsible situation with such 
hopeless prospects before him, upon which the manager replied to him not to trouble 
himseif on that as long as he received his good pay; it made no difference whether it 
ever paid, as the company had plenty of money, so they might as well shear them whilst 
it lasted. The applicaat told him he valued his name and priaciple too much to 
have anything to do with such a concern; so this same manager still gets his good pay 
from the disappointed and ruined shareholders of this gloomy and indifferent quarry, 
which is still carried on on the pen and ink system and overdue cal!s, payment of which 
is enforced by writs. Theapplicant bas resumed his daily work in his former situation, 
in a good peying quarry, at a fixed salary per day, but evjoys his clear conscience and 





Some time since the writer waa requested to inspect a quarry in Wales. Upon en- 
tering, the first thing that attracted his attention was a large slate siab, placed in a pro- 
minent position, with the following words engraved on it in large letters, “ Trust in 
God.” Upon enquiring the meaning of the motto, the manager replied that there was 
no trust in him, for he could not pay his debts; nor any ¢rust in the company, as it was 
not known the day their capital would be exhausted, for they could hardiy pay their 
liabilities; neither was there any ¢rust in the quarry,as many different parties had 
subscribed their capital in developing it, with the hopes of deriving an enormous profit, 
but all their hopes and expectations vanished and ended in loss and disappointments. 
The above are only instances to show there are managers ready to say and do anything 
for their good salaries and easy situations, 

Slate quarries in Wales have their seasons, emi they have bad their summer since 
1858, the demand for slates daily increasing in consequence of the export and home con- 
sumption, and the easy transit to different places by railways which have been opened 
in various parts of the country. By this great demand the prices of elates were raised 
45 per cent. in a short time, and orders booked for 50 and 100 weeks in advance at the 
quarry offices in the districts. The result was that numbers of new quarries were com- 
menced in different parts of Wales; the concerns were soon formed into companies, and 
reports made in splendid style; speculators afraid of missing the opportunity of buying 
shares in them, as they were so eagerly taken. They went so far as to report some of 
them as equal to Col. Pennant’s and Mr. Assheton Smith’s great quarries, both in qua- 
lity and returns. A dividend of 100 per cent. was promi © the shareholders, and of 
course @ large fortune was to be accumulated in a short time; and with all these pre- 











tensions and splendid property their managers were handsomely paid for building these 
noble air castles, and the directors a good sum per annum for the privilege of securing 
& number of these shares; then, a sumptuous dinner, with plenty of wine, &c., must be 
given to all the officiais.. But a cloud very soon shadows their hopes: the shareholders 
see things do not come quite as expected, they get dissatisfied, and can hardly get money 

| to pay their overdue calls that they are entrapped into by the misrepresentations of 

| quarries that will never pay. I am afraid that there is a dark period gioomily hanging 
over many of these slate quarries, who have, like the cuckoo, been busy singing during 
their season, but are disappearing one by one, to sleep forever in their disappolatments,

THE MARAZION MINING DISTRICT. 


Sir,—Observing a notice in last week’s Journal respecting what is belng done about 
here, allow me, as the first moving cause tn starting the works for the iron, as well aa 
the rich copper lodes, to state that so far back as February last a friend wrote me to ask 
if I knew the whereabouts to find a good iron lode. Being then out of a situation, I went 
in search for such, and happening to light on this particular spot I soon discovered that 
the place abounded in rich iron ores, that successfal mining with a small capital might 
be depended on, and at once communicated this to the parties enquiring. In the begin- 
ning of April they came here to sce for themselves, The result is the starting one of 
the abandoned mines at once, which was stopped at the time it was paying dividends ; 
this may appear mysterlous, for it is all but impossible to believesuch statements with- 
out strong feasible facts can be produced. The facts are: I have seen the account of the 
last sale of copper, which was broken and sent to surface by nine men oniy—119 tons; 
price per ton, 8/. 5s. 6d. ; amount of money, 986/. 13s. 6d. The cause for stopping this 
mine was that the lease in some parte had expired, and a new lord coming in refused 
to grant a fresh one to the old party. I find this mine to be only 60 fms. deep at the 
deepest level, and that there is a splendid course of copper ore in that level, and a great 
deal of good ore ground in the upper levels. From appearances there is a large white 
fron course accompanying the copper. This is evident from the amount of iron in the 
burrows; we have got out some 50 to 60 tons, and it is stated that thousands of tons of 
this iron is left standing in the old workings. I am of opinion that this lode will pro- 
duce an immense quantity of rich copper under these beds of iron, and I am borne out 
in this by the quantities of copper already abstracted from it. There are several other 
copper lodes traversing the sett, which are likely to contain large quantities of copper. 
The lodes are intersected with many cross lodes and flookans, also large elvan dykes and 
large fron cross-courses. The neighbourhood for two miles square I should fancy, from 
the accounts, bas returned more minera! than any other in the two counties. I was 
much surprised to bear a statement of the amount of copper returned from the Old Wheal 
Neptune sett, more than any other mine (to the length of ground explored) in the county 
that ever came under my notice. The parish of Perranuttinve is traversed by scores of 
‘metalliferous lodes; many of them have enriched, while many more may make large 
fortunes, if capital is judiciously employed to develope some of the partly explored work- 
ings, by going deeper and opening wider; also for opening the unexplored lodes. ‘There 
is a wide field there recommendable for mining enterprise, and successful mining may 
at once be entered into with comparatively small outlay. There has been some little 
difficuities to contend with in days gone by. The lands are divided into small tene- 
ments, and greatly mixed up, no one lord having sufficient extent for a mine, conse- 
quently the setts have hitherto been small. To have success in mining, like all other 
things, there should be god sea room for the ship to sail well. Iam pieased to be able 
to say that the company I represent here has obtained from the different lords upwards 
of one mile in length on the course of these fine lodes, and that they are nowcarrying on 
spirited and extensive operations, Doubtless they will reap plenti(ul'y if they faint not 
by the way.

PROVINCIAL BANK OF IRELAND. 


The fortieth annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
banking-house, Old Broad-street, on ‘'hursday, 

Sir Minto Farquuar, M.P., in the chair. 

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, Messrs. 
H. H. Dobree, E. Macnaghten, P. Twells, and the Right Hon. Sir J. 
Young, the retiring directors, were re-elected. Mr. H. R. Farrer was 
elected in the room of Mr. Oliver Farrer, deceased; and Mr. R. Hoare in 
the place of Mr. J. Farrer, who, owing to his retirement from public busi- 
ness, has resigned. The following report was read:— 


The directors have the satisfaction of stating that the season of 1865 was, on the 
whole, a favourable one for the agricultural and trading classes in Ireland. Less ground 
was under cultivation, but the cereal crops were fairly productive, and being saved early, 
and in fine weather, were generally of good quality. The pricesof grain continued low, 
but the farmer was compensated by the very liigh prices obtained for almost every other 
article of agricultural produce, which has tended materially to improve the condition 
of those engaged in farming and grazing, while proportionate advantages flowed through 
them to the trading classes, 82 that the directors are enabled to state that, without 
doubt, there has been a considerable advance in the material prosperity of the country. 
It is fortunate aiso that Ireland has not as yet suffered any material loss from the cattle 
plague, There is, however, reason to fear that some cases of rinderpest have recently 
appeared in one district of the county of Down, not far from Belfast; but prompt and 
vigorous measures have been adopted to prevent its extension, which, it is hoped, may 
be successful. There was less land under flax in 1865 than in the previous year, an? 
ANU LUG PLive Wee og e were Bo ‘ -idin heen Salk th teem alt enn sade 
in all its branches has greatly extended, and been most activé Wad prosperous. In 
speaking thas favourably of agriculture and the trading and manufacturing interests, 
the directors are glad to add that the disturbed state of the country, though doubtless 
productive of much mischiefand injary, has not interfered so mucp as might have been 
expected with the progress of general improvement. During the past year the directors 
have had to regret the death of their colleagues— Messrs. Matthias Wolverley Attwood, 
Samuel Eustace Magan, and Oliver Farrer. The vacancies in the direction created by 
the deaths of Messrs. Attwood and Magan were filied up at the special meeting of the 
proprietors in November /ast, and the present meeting will elect a director in the room 
of Mr. Farrer. The directors cannot allow this opportunity to pass without recording 
their deep sense of the long and valuable services of Mr. Farrer, who had been a member 
of the board since the formation of the bank in 1824, and had throughout taken an ac- 
tive interest in its concerns.

He 
assured them that the bank never stood in a better or sounder position thanit did atthe 
present time. He said that very few losses had been incurred in Ircland—in fact, he 
might say that they bad suffered no loss of any importance, and that the affairs of 
the bank were in a most healthy and satisfactory condition, The business during the 
past year had been good, although the nett profits were rather under those of the pre- 
vious two years, but that arose chiefly from a larger amount of interest having deen paid 
upon deposits, There had bee: a general tmprovement in the condition of Ireland. It 
was shown, by the report of tne Commissioners of Public Works, that continued pro- 
gress had been made in land ‘mprovement, drainage, and bettercultivation, There had 
also been an fincrease in the number and value of farming stock.

those measures would be attended with success. The secretary had that morning re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Davis, the manager at Belfast,in which he said ** The rinder- 
pest is not spreading —no new cases have been reported.” This was satisfactory, and he 
hoped that the disease would be prevented from spreading throughout the country. 
They were all acquainted with the circumstances of the unfortunate disturbance which 
had taken place in Ireland—he meant the Fenian movement, and it was, therefore, un- 
necessary for him to enlarge upon it.

There is nothing extraordinary {n the accounts, already in the hands of shareholders, 
which calls for special remark, the business of the company having been carried on with 
its accustomed uniformity. The total mines’ cost amounts to nearly that of last year— 
in fact, the cost of raising and preparing a ton of ore for market, including every expense, 
is about ls. 7d. per ton more, and the tons of ore so!d about 382 tons less than last year. 
Timber, as usual, forms a serious item of expenditure, but there isa large stock on hand, 
which in such extensive concerns is an unavoidable, bat at the same time a most de- 
sirable, arrangement. The diminution of the dividends is wholly attributable to the 
lower price obtained for the ores, as will be readily perceived by comparing the receipts 
for the same quantity of ores sold this year with that of the year previous, showing @ 
difference of between 60002. and 7000/., the actual reduction of dividends paid to the 
shareholders. The directors have no reliable means of judging how long this, to many 
mines, ruinous depression will last, and can only express their gratification in being 
enabled to communicate to the shareholders the important facts that, notwithstanding 
the large sales of ores, the reserves {n the mines remain almostjundiminished, and that 
the efficiency of the working department Is thoroughly maintained, as proved by the 
estimated present value of the plant and maehinery at the mines. 

The most important occurrence since the last annual meeting is the late dispute with 
the miners about certain objectionable rules of a proposed association, to which many 
of them had given their adherence,—Rales which were calculated to interfere with the 
due authority of the agents, and the independence of the miners themselves, and which 
they foolishly imagined would enable them to exact higher wages, forgetting that the 
ancient custom of submitting all bargains to public competition left them free, toot ORI¥ 
or yofosotharcgui. The unflinching determination of the directors, supported by the 
civil authorities of the county, to resist any such Innovation, suffice! to crush a sense- 
less agitation, instigated by a few idle and unprincipled individuals. The inadequacy 
of the present system of “ doctor and club,” to provide assistance to the old and infirm 
after quitting the mines at which they worked, has attracted the attention of many be- 
nevolent proprietors interested in the mines of Devon and Cornwall. Accordingly an 
influential committee has been formed for the purpose of organising a soclety, to be called 
“The Koyal United Miners’ Association,” for the benefit of the aged, sick, and injured 
members. If this philanthropic design can be successfully carried out the directors will 
doubtless be solicited to assist it with a subscription, and they now ask the authority 
of the shareholders to enable them to appropriate a sum, not exceeding 500/., towards 
the establishment of this association. Captain James Richards has prepared, with bis 
usual care and attention, a circumstantial report on the condition of the mines and pro- 
spects of the company.

stock bank shares on Wednesday, chiefly caused by the telegrams from the East an- 
nouncing & panic at Bombay, the stoppage of an Indian and 4 German bank, and the 
adverse reports unscrupulously put into circulation by the “ bear” operators, whose 
maws have not yet been filled. In spite of this, however, there is evidently a const- 
derable recovery of confidence in the soundness of our commercial monetary condition ; 
and, although I bear in mind the wholesome adage of not hallooing until we are out of 
the wood, I think fam not wrong in concluding that, as the panic through which we 
have passed differed in its origin from any by which we had been previously visited, 
and It will also differ in its immediate consequences—that Is, they will be far less disas- 
trous than those of any preceding panic have been. 

It need hardly be said that the mining share business has been affected, in common 
with every other branch of share dealing, although it presents the usual exceptional 
feature of a large exemption from the general depression that has shown itself in the 
price of other shares. Great Laxey, East Laxey, Minera, Providence, Central Snail- 
peach, Snaefell, Herodsfoot, and a few others have maintained themselves well in the 
midst of the panic; and it is quite certain that, as the markets recover their tone, they, 
with the shares in all other good mines, will rise in price, The market presents just 
now some unusual attractions, and investors will do well to avail themselves of an op- 
portunity that will,almost to acertainty,soon passaway. GREAT Laxey, HEeropsFoor, 
and WEST CHIVERTON are reporting as satisfactorily as they were, At the former, Dum- 
bell’s sbaft !s approaching pletion, and when they commence raising the ores there, 
the returns must be so far augmented as to tell favourably upon the dividends, At 
West Chiverton, Hawkes’s shaft is down 74% fathoms below the 100, where the lode 
is 15 feet wide, and is worth 70/. per fathom, while the 80 and 90 continue to look ex- 
tremely well. AtCutverTron Moor there are decided improvements. The 50 cross-cut 
is driven 6 fms,, and they are passing through rich branches of lead, and now havea 
change of stratum—a light biue killas, more congenial for lead than the levels above.

I found several persons in the neighbour- 
hood, having no interest in the mine, except that of holding shares, which they will not 
sell, all thoroughly satisfied of its great value, and confirming in all points what has 
pitherto been said of it. In conclusion, let me urge upon persons having money to in- 

t, in either large sums or small, to avail themselves of the opportunity they now 
ve to make money, but which must, in the ordinary course of things, pass away, not 
again to return for some years. 


From Mr. Epwarp Cooxe:—The financial crisis we are just now pass- 

ing through will be bitterly remembered for a long period to come by very many who 
have been victims to it, The failure of the several financial companies that have re- 
cently taken place has brought utter ruin to many of their shareholders. When, on 
former occasions, I have ventured to suggest an investment in mines in preference to 
the financial companies, I have no doubt many credulous investors in the latter deemed 
it advice not worth paying any attention to. The sequel has proved, however, that if 
in mines they would have lost a little money, they could end their liability at any- 
time in any well-conducted cost-book mine, by signifying their desire to do so to the 
secretary.

It will be there seen how, and upon what 
terms, capitel has been raised by certain companies, and the securities given for the 
required capital, Such a system of raising capital as his Lordship describes can only 
result in loss to all parties concerned, seeing that the security given are the shares and 
stock of unfinished railways, that are unprofitable to the shareholders, and stand at 
an enormous discount in the market. Now, contrast a few mines with the finance com- 
panies, and the result will be most favourable to the former. I will commence with 
West Cutverton, which is, probably, the richest mine in Cornwall. From the earliest 
period, now some three years since this property passed into the hands of the present. 
company, it has always been the eustom only to divide a portion of the profits realised 
by the returns of the mine, and thus allowa large balance to accumulate. This balance 
has now reached the large sum of from 10,0007. to 15,0007.

Paul, April 3: Your favour of 
Feb. 1 was handed to me by a special courier from Granada when on my way from 
San Uboldo, where I met the large staff you sent out, all of whom, I am glad to say, 
arrived at that port on the 2Ist ult. in good health, and much to my delight and satis- 
faction. I started them with as little delay as pogsible to the mines, which journey they 
performed in one day and a half, which in winter took mefive days. The roads are now 
good, and the next reinforcement will be better provided for.

Wehave 
now no mills at work, the native ones are in such bad condition; I hope, therefore, 
the non-arrival of gold for some time will not disappoint you. We must be prepared 
to do a vast deal of work during the following winter, which will more than com- 
pensate for the little we should be able to do with the old native machinery. It 
would be a loss of time to neglect other and more important work to put them in re- 
pair. The men will be all comfortably housed in the course of this week, and those 
to arrive by the next mali we shall be able to make pretty comfortable, We are all, 
thank God, in good health and spirits. I have nothing to report about the mines, 
further than that we are now pushing on the bottom cross-cut at Consuelo as fast as 
possible night and day; also a cross-cut at Santo Domingo. All our men are actively 
engaged at sundry surface work preparing for winter operations. The mills are idle, 
being in bad condition, though there is sufficient water to grind with good machinery, 
and which will largely increase in the winter.

Leap 48 AN AmALGAMATOR.—Mr., W. F. Fuller, of Chicago, has in- 
vented a machine for amalgamating gold by means of melted lead, instead of quick- 
silver. The machine is constructed so that the pulverised quartz is forced through the 
melted lead by atmospheric pressure, and by this means it is contended that the gold is 
extracted more completely than by any process of amalgamation with quicksilver, A 
trial of the machins was lately made at Chicago, and acommittee appointed to examine 
its practical working made a favourabie report on the result, and claimed the invention 
as something wonderful. It is known that melted lead will form a complete alloy with 
gold, and being much cheaper than quicksilver, it is notimprobable that the invention 
of Fuller’s machine may prove an era in the history of quartz mini ng.

RemarKs.—The events of the past week will long be remembered in the 
annals of the financial history of this country. The panic which took 
place at the end of last week has been almost unprecedented in the sud- 
denness of its rise, and the almost equal suddenness in which it has been 
allayed. At one time it seemed almost as if all confidence was gone, and 
fears were entertained that the results would prove most disastrous; and 
when on Saturday the directors of the Bank of Engiand announced a far- 
ther advance in the Bank rate to 10 per cent., considerable alarm was at 
first entertained; but soon it became apparent that this was only a neces- 
sary measure, and when it became known that the Government had come 
forward to help by the suspension of the Bank Charter, the panic began 
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a doubt that considerable profits will be made even this year, which, dur- 
ing the next year, will be greatly increased. It will have been observed | 
that the late unprecedented panic in the money and share markets has 
not in the least affected this company. It is admitted, even by many of 
those who have been trying to knock down the shares, that the price will | 
be very much higher in a few months, and, therefore, dona fide holders 
should disregard present quotations, and the allurements held out to induce 
persons to sell. The “bears” have largely oversold, and are very active 
in their attempts to depreciate the stock, to save themselves from losses at 
the expense of the shareholders. For several months past a large 
number of shares have been dorrored for delivered, and this is increasing 
every account. Many shares are now required to be delivered, and on 
the ‘‘buying-in day,” about the 25th inst., the “bears” will be in sad 
straits, and we hope will be made to pay well. It will thus be seen that 
the position of these speculators for a fall 1s daily becoming worse, for not 
only have they to find further lots of shares for the daily purchasers, but 
they have also to find shares to return those already borrowed, and which 
have gone into the hands of holders. As illustrating our remarks re- 
specting the ‘‘ bears’’ and their proceedings, we give the following from 
our contemporary, the Daily ews, of the 17th inst.:— 

“ There is an organised band of speculators ‘ for a fall,’ partly within and partly out- 
side of the Stock Exchange, who every now and then make a dead set against—or, in 
Stock Exchange parlance, ‘ bang’—the shares of some particular company. The mode 
of proceeding is very simple. A large number of these operators, acting, no doubt, in 
concert, make simultaneously sales of the shares of a company, perhaps the International 
Financial, or the General Credit, or the Credit Foncier and Mobilier, or the Imperial 
Mercantile, or Overend, Gurney, and Co., or the Alilance Bank—it matters not what 
concern is selected, so long as there is a prospect that the simultaneous offer of shares 
in large numbers by several brokers will seriously depress the price, and this is easily 
accomplished in the present anxious state of the public mind. That the price should 
ail ig nataral, for there is acombination of sellers and no opposing combination of buyers. 
Very likely the sellers do not possess a single share, but that makes no difference, as 
the dealers do not know but thatthe sales may be dona fide, and they, therefore, in self- 
defence, put down the price. In some, though, we hope, rare instances dealers have 
themselves been parties to adverse combinations of this nature. The sole object of 
the speculator is, of course, to get a profit by buying back at a reduced price. The 
worst feature of the practice is, that all sorts of demoralising and unscrupulous devices 
are resorted to to aggravate the fall, such as rumours of impending calls, or of losses, 
or—if the company attacked be a bank—ofa ‘run’ for deposits. It is beyond question 
that several important companies have lately been destroyed by those means, and it 
is necessary, therefore, that the public should be warned against attaching too much 
importance to sudden movements on the Stock Exchange, which are frequently no index 
whatever to the real position or merits fof a company.”

121. per ton. It appears to us that now is the time to practise the most rigid economy 
—tevise salaries -pay all agents well, bat discharge ail unnecessary hands—look well 
into supplies—let no more materials be ordered than are absolutely req uired—see that the 
adventurer has everywhere vaiue for his money—look weil to dressing cost. We are 
thoroughiy satisfied the adventurers in our tin mines have been cruelly sacrificed in 
consequence of the stupidity and carelessness of so-called tin-dressers. Ascertain in 
every mine the cost for every ton of tinstone retarned. Can nothing be done to save 
expense in spalling tinstaff? We are told a profit could be shown on some mines 
in the saving under this head alone.— West Briton.

Iron.—In Statfordshire the demand is quieter, and the orders in hand 
are few, and, should the present state of things continue, there is no doubt 
that it will soon be seriously felt by the workmen.

THE COAL QUESTION. 


“This a question,” says Mr. W. Stantey Jevons, “of that almost 
religious importance which needs the separate study and determination of 
every intelligent person. And,” he continues, referring to the forebodings 
of those who suppose oar stock of coal to be running short—* And if we 
find that we must yield before the disposition of material wealth, which 
is the work of a higher Providence, we need not give way to weak dis- 
couragement concerning the future, but should rather learn to take an 
elevated view of our undoubted duties and opportunities in the present.” 

Learning that the rate at which the exhaustion of our coal beds is going 
on is about 96,000 acres, of a yard in thickness, per annum, we can well 
understand that thinking minds are beginning to feel alarm, and to en- 
quire how long our deposits of fuel will last, with this enormous drain, upon 
them. ‘The uncertainty which at present surrounds the whole question, 
naturally tends to increase the apprehension that we may upon some win- 
ter’s morning, at no very remote period, awake to the annoying fact that 
the coal-cellar of the United Kingdom is empty. 

There are several points in connection with this question upon which 
we purpose from time to time to write; at present, our only intention is 
to show the strange uncertainty which surrounds so vital a question. It

The foregoing statistics afford imformation of considerable accuracy 
relative to the annual production of the precious metals from the Pacific 
States of North America, but in addition to these California annually 
furnishes about 17,000 tons of copper ore of a high percentage value, and 
at least 50,000 flasks of quicksilver. , 

Coal is raised in large quantities from the Monte Diablo district; borax, 
of which native specimens were exhibited by Mr. Phillips at the Royal 
Society’s conversazione, is abundantly obtained in Lake county; and sul- 
pbur is found in almost unlimited quantities. 4 ‘ 

There can be no doubt that the mineral wealth of the Pacific coast is 
practically inexhaustible; and it is equally certain that both California 
and Nevada, not to mention the adjoining territories, afford a magnificent 
field for mining enterprise. It must not, however, be forgotten that wany

MINERAL RESOURCES OF COLORADO. 


roaching the separate consideration of the several mineral-pro- 
somuat alee of the north-western portion of the North American 
continent, our attention is first attracted to the late territory, but now in- 
fant State, of Colorado, as well because of its geographical position as be- 
cause of the great extent and richness of its mineral deposits, its superior 
climate, and its agricultural and pastoral capacities. The organic Act 
constituting it a territory was passed in the year 1821, and during the 
last month it has been received into the “‘ American Union” as a State, 
under a constitation framed and adopted by its own people, and is now 
clothed with all the power enjoyed by any other member of the American 
confederacy. When itis recollected that only eight years ago this region 
of country was only known to Americans by the latitudinal and longitu- 
dinal lines that mark its present boundary, and that since that time it has 
passed through the several transitions of erection into a separate territorial 
Government, and from that to an independent State Government, the ar- 
gument found in those facts alone becomes irresistible in ite behalf as a field 
for inviting enterprise, and as one offering the strongest inducements to 
population for the purposes of permanent settlement, and the establishment 
there of freehold estates. ' f 
It is simply a traism that the present population of this new state was 
drawn to it by the gold and silver known to exist within its limits; but 
since their discovery, and the accumulation of population, the existence of 
coal, iron, copper, and lead has been proved in great quantities and of 
superior quality. Under a charter granted by the Legislature of the said 
territory for a railway from its eastern to its western line, a company is 
now fully organised for its construction, a distance of 420 miles from 
east to west over the exact air line, from the starting point on the Mis- 
souri River to the Pacific coast, which is designed to be a section of the 
Union Pacific Railway, now in process of building. This line of railway 
is justly regarded as a work of national interest and of vast importance. 
In addition to this great work, a company has been organised under char- 
ter, for the purpose of working the iron mines at Golden city, 15 miles 
west of Denver city, the present emporium of the State; and the works 
necessary for the manufactare of rails for that section of the road are now 
being erected, and will be in successful operation withia the next four 
months, It is the purpose of this company to be ready to furnish the iron 
for this entire section of the road as rapidly as required. At the present 
writing Denver city, and also those towns and cities west of it, and situated 
in the mines, are connected by telegraph with New York and all of the 
cities of the Atlantic States; but the time required to reach those points in 
the West, from the city of New York, is now exactly ten days, and hence 
the same can be reached from London in an average of 21 days; but with 
the completion of the railway, or within two years, the time required to 
reach these mines from New York will be 4} days, and from London 
scarcely more than two weeks. . ‘ 

The question naturally arises, what is the cause of this rapid growth, 
and the inauguration of those larger enterprises in this new and distant 
country? and the answer is at once ready. It is all the result of, and 
caused by, the extensive and rich deposits of gold and silver in this coun- 
try, together with the fine climate, and other favourable surroundings for 
working the mines, ‘The mineral belt of Colorado is from 30 to 35 miles 
in width, and rans in a south-western direction from the northern line of 
the State, and is on the eastern aspect or slope of the first principal range 
of the Cordilleras, known as the Sierre Madre, for its one-third part, but 
Which it crosses in going south-west.

the ore and water, and let the whole pass out, through screens or sieves, 
upon tables covered with copper plates, first amalgamated on the surface 
| with quicksilver, on which is deposited the amalgam formed in the mill, 

, and thrown out in small particles on to the tables. 
In this way four-fifths of the gold and silver were washed away with 


| with the sulphurets of iron, copper, lead, antimony, and often arsenic and 
| phosphorus, all of which (being chemically united) completely enve- 
| lope the particles of gold, which are infinitesimal, and preclude all action 
| of the quicksilveron them. ‘The silver itself being chemically united with 
| sulphur, the quicksilver could have no effect on it whatever without its re- 
| ‘‘ stamping” could not effect. ‘The great want of some process or other 
that would overcome this difficulty was felt at an early day, and many 
| processes for that purposes have been proposed. Several are now in prac- 

tical operation, which are certainly yielding very much larger returns than 
those obtained from the crude ore as heretofore treated. Among the in- 
ventions of this kind those of Messrs. Buhr and Keith, and also that of 
Messrs. Crosby and Thompson, are worthy of mention. ‘That known as 
the “ Mason Process” is now being fully introduced into practice, and its 
results cannot fail to be complete and satisfactory. While these several 
processes have been devised, and are being applied to the treatment of the 
ores of Colorado, Nevada, and California, the Welch method of “ smelt- 
ing ” has been established in Colorado, and is now working daily, with 
an average yield from those ores of from 451. to 657. per ton of 2000 lbs. 


costly, yet those employing it are now buying the ores of miners, delivered 
at their respective mines, at from 4/. to 10/. sterling per ton, and transport- 
ing it at their own cost to the furnaces. 

The ores of Colorado are in quantity inexhaustible, and average by as- 
say as rich, if not richer, than those of any country in the world; and with 
the completion of the railways now in progress in this State, and the full 
introduction of the improvements noticed in a former Journal into its 
mining operations, the yield of gold and silver annually will be counted by 
millions of pounds sterling, many times multiplied. 





; THE COPPER TRADE, 

Messrs. Vivian and YounGer, the metal brokers, have just issued a 
pamphlet, entitled ‘‘ Remarks on the Position and Prospects of the Cop- 
per Trade in England, as affected by the War between Spain and Chili,” 
in which they state that during the past seven months the copper trade 
has passed through a period unexampled during the present generation, 
the salient fact being that the result of the war is that English copper is 
102. per ton cheaper than before it commenced. They observe that this 
state of things is certainly anomalous, and deserving of some special no- 
tice. From a general review of the position of copper in the world, and 
having before them many details which it is impossible to embody in a 
sketch like the present, they are led to three conclusions: — 

1.—That the average value of copper should be dependent entirely upon the relation 
between supply and demand, subject, of course, to minor variations, such as more or less 
speculation, temporary commercial disturbances, &e. 

2.—That as more than one-half of the world’s supply of copper is obtained from Chill, 
the production of that county should be looked to as the practical index of the value of 
the article elsewhere. 

3.—That, taking all circumstances into consideration, the value of copper is unduly 
depressed in this country at the present time. 
They estimate, upon good authority, that the total production of fine 
copper in the world is at present 90,000 tons per annam,;of which more than 48,000 tons 
are exported from Chili. It must, they think, be apparent that their estimate of ex- 
ports from Chill for the year ending Sept. 30 next Is not understated at 38,000 tons, On 
this assumption, therefore, there will be a deficient supply of copper from Chill to the 
extent of 14,000 tons (as compared with the twelve months ending Sept. 30, 1865), and 
the inference is that anless this deficiency be made up by increased supplies from other 
parts of the world, or by a remarkable decrease in tbe consumption of the article, it is 
fair to anticipate an important improvement in the price of copper during the present 
year. In the United Kingdom the production reached its maximum in the year 1856, 
since when 4 large falling off has occurred, the yteld at present being only aboat half of 
what it wasin that year. The Government Tables for 1465 have not yet been pub- 
lished, but as they know that the mines of Devonshire and Cornwall (which form 3-4ths 
of the total production of the British Isles) yielded last year 9750 tons of fine copper, 
against 1050 tons in 1864, they are able pretty accurately to estimate the total production 
of the United Kingdom for 1865, and they put it down as equal to 1864, say 13,000 tons. 
The yield of the Cornish and Devon Mines for the first quarter of 1866 is put down, they 
continae, according to the Mining Journal, as 2220 tons, against 2498 tons during the 
similar corresponding period of 1865, which goes to confirm their opinion as tothe steady 
decline in production, Theother European production, though in the aggregate of con- 
siderable importance, seems, as far as they can ascertain, to remain about stationary, 
and may, therefore, be considered to occupy a neutral position with reference to the 
broad question of supply and demand. The yield from Australia (which is directed ex- 
clusively to England and India) has lately averaged about 5000 to 6000 tons of fine cop- 
per, and the richest mine there (Burra Burra) bas become poor, so that altogether the 
above rate of supply is with difficulty maintained, the tendency being rather towards a 
decrease in production, The yield at the Cape of Good Hope, though progressive, fs at 
present much too small to have any bearing on the price of copper. The production in 
the Lake Superior district was 5300 tons in 1865, and it appears that it reached ita maxi- 
mum during 1861 and 1862. Should prices in America decline to our present level, the 
production will probably be much reduced from what it was even last year. California, 
next to Chill, seems deservedly to attract most attention, but the late high prices have 
not been upheld long enough to stimulate mining very much in that quarter. The cost 
of labour, transport, freight, &., is so much higher there than in Chill, that only rich 
mines can be worked, unless prices in Europe and America are high. The export of 
ores from California was last year about 24,000 tons of very unequal produce, bat ave- 
raging not over 18 per cent., equal to something under 4500 tons of fine copper. For the 
present, therefore, at least, its production does not count for much in the position and 
Prospects of copper. Looking, then, to all sources of supply, it would seem that we 
cannot count on any increased production elsewhere to counterbalance the expected de- 
ficiency from Chill, 
Taking the world’s production, as stated, at 90,000 tons per annum, 
Great Britain works up about two-thirds of the whole—60,000 tons—of which she ex- 
ports about 37,000 tons, retaining the r tinder for home consumption ; the quantity 
for these two requirements, taken together, having doubied itself during the last ten 
years. The annual increase of consumption of copper in the world is estimated at 
8000 tons, and there is no reason to believe that it will not continue at the same rate, 
The principal country to which copper is exported from the United Kingdom ts India, 
The exports from the United Kingdom to Egypt and the Levant have been and are 
asually very considerable, but there was a great falling off last year in consequence of 
the appearance of the cholerain those quarters. It is fair, therefore, to presume that the 
demand for India, Egypt, and the Levant will, ere long, set in at the usual rate, whilst 
there is no reason to expect that the rest of the world will not continue to be as large 

heretofore, It is very difficult, if not impossible, to procure detailed and 

progressive information on the head of home consumption, but it isan admitted fact 
that the consumption of copper in this country is steadily and consistently increasing, 
althongh at times a temporary falling off is felt in the demand. This dulness of de- 
mand, and indisposition on the part of manufacturers of copper, brass, and other metals 
where copper is employed, to replenish their stocks freely, has lasted longer than has 
been known for many years. This must not, however, be taken to indicate that the 
average annual consumption is lessened, After reviewing the position of stocks in the 
various markets, they observe that the conclusion to be formed from a broad view of the 
stocks in all places is, that although there is an excess of 7000 tons spread over Swan- 
sea, Liverpool, Havre, and London, that excess is about neutralised by the absence of 
stock of any consequence in Chilt,and the unusual bareness of consumers’ stocks all over 
the world. With regard to prices, they consider that it would be idle to assert that 
prices of copper in this country cannot see a lower rang® than at present exists before a 
reaction takes place, especially in view of the serious political complications now rifeon 
the Continent (though, during the Russian war, by the way, copper was remarkably 
high), and the great amount of uneasiness, to say the least of it, felt here in commercial 
circles generally, but we deduce from a review of the whole circumstances—That the 
supplies of copper from Chili will probably be deficient to the extent of 14,000 tons in 
the year ending Sept. 30 next; that this deficiency will certainly not be made up by 
increased supplies from any other part of the world; that the average ion of

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Giascow, May 16.—Our Pig-Iron market has very rapidly declined 
during the last ten days, but it almost appears as if prices were tending 
to stiffen, notwithstanding the very high price of money, and the hoarly 
increasing certainty of a European war on a large scale. The speculative 
purchase and abstraction of warrants seem now to be at an end, and the 
“bulls” having become pressing sellers, the market steadily declined till 
Monday, when an upward turn was given to prices, and sales for cash 
have been rather numerous. The exports, however, of the week, till yes- 
terday, are not near equal to what they were in the corresponding week 
of 1865, the relative quantities this year being 7697 tons, against 13,795 
tons last year. Since the beginning of the year the total exports have 
been 186,756 tons, and in the corresponding period of 1865 they were 
239,214 tons, making a decrease of 52,458 tons on this year to date. The 
lowest price of the week was 56s. a ton. Five of the six furnaces at 
Harlford are out of blast, on account of the workmen having demanded 
an advance of pay. ‘To-day the market took an adverse turn, and after 
continuing flat all day, closed at 54s. 9d. prompt cash, buyers; sellers, 
54s. 10}d.; 55s. 9d. was accepted, fourteen days, but the disposition was 
to realise promptly. Malleable Iron is unchanged in price, and the 
demand is not of consequence. Second-class makers will be enabled now 
to produce with a fair profit, if a demand were to spring up; but as mer- 
chants are purchasing cautiously, waiting for a decline, no great impetus 
has yet been given to this branch of trade. Ironfounding is rather im- 
proved, and if the labour market were less troubled business would still 
farther improve. In Coals our export trade is being affected by strikes at 
home and the threatening aspect of affairs abroad. Owing to the draft- 
ing of artizans from workshops and factories throughout Germany, our 
export of coals has been curtailed to that quarter. In some districts 
working hours have been reduced to a fifth, the rest of the time being 
spent in “learning the art of war.” Coals are consequently declining in 
price, and the exports have fallen from 24,165 tons in this week of last 
year to 16,955 tons for the same week this year. In Ayrshire the miners 
are still locked out, but the colliers need not think to join in a trial of en- 
durance at this season of the year, with a falling market and war prospects 
looming in the distance. They should take a hint from the Clackmannan 
men, who are reported to have commenced work on Monday, after having 
been deceived by promises of *‘ strike pay,” which never came. A further 
decline in prices is looked for. 

The short-time and wages movements are trying both the patience and 
sagacity of the employers of labour. The adjourned meeting of the conference of the 
iron shipbailders and engineers on the Clyde with their workmen closed, after a very 
detailed statement of the workmen’s view of the case had been patiently Mstened to by 
the t by the resolution on the part of the Jatter to concede the 57 hours per week 
from the lst proximo, the wages being diminished to 57 hours’ pay. This being their 
ultimatum, it could neither be said to be rejected nor accepted by the delegates for the 
employers, and thus the conference separated, The same day (Monday) the master 
shipbuliders and engineers formed themselves into an association for * securing a unl- 
form course of action,” and “ resisting the unreasonable demands made by combinations 
of the workmen.” The Greenock ship engineers on Saturday intimated to their em- 
ployers that unless the hours of labour were restricted to 57 per week on or before the 
26th inst. they would strike on that date. The masters replied that they would con- 
form to the decision of the Glasgow conference, which, it will be seen, concedes the 57 
hours, but grants only 57 hours’ pay. On Monday the Greenock brassfounders struck 
work for 2s. advance per week ; and the iron moulders have followed their example for 
a reduction of their working hours from 60 to 57 per week. Two firms have conceded 
the demand of the iron moulders. 











REV'ORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


May 17.—The monetary panic has seriously checked the staple trades 
of South Wales, but not to the extent many supposed it would. There is 
a great amount of confidence evinced in the soundness of the Iron Trade 
of the district, and it is a satisfactory fact to note that as yet only one 
failure has taken place—the Briton Ferry Ironworks, the liabilities of 
which are small, and which was noticed in last week’s Journal. Two or 
three parties, certainly, have been struck rather heavily by the financial 
blow, but, fortunately, they are in a position to bear it. It may here be 
stated that in this district several large orders are in hand with which 
Messrs. Peto, Betts, and Co. are connected; nothing definite, however, is 
known whether they will be withdrawn or not, but whatever course is 
adopted, the ironmasters will not be losers, Virtually no business has 
been done on home account since last week’s report, and several orders 
which were in the market have been withdrawn, Both makers and 
buyers evince the greatest caution, and they are anxiously waiting the 
result of the panic before entering into fresh engagements. Fortunately, 
the ironmasters have been as yet enabled to keep their works fairly going 
in executing orders in arrear, and it is some pleasure to have to record, in 
the present discouraging aspect of affairs, that the advices received from 
America are more cheering, and contracts are coming in more freely. 
Daring the past fortnight large exports of rails have been made to New 
York, Baltimore, and other markets in the United States. Trade with 
Canada, and the other provinces of British North America, continues 
steady, with agood enquiry. Business on Eastern account is rather quiet, 
trade having received a slight check. A few good orders have come to 
hand from the Russian market, but with most of the other continental 
markets trade is not so active, in consequence of the present warlike aspect 
of affairs. Should, however, there be found a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulties, several good contracts will find their way into the 
market from Southern Europe. The demand for pigs is easier, makers 
do not evince any anxiety to accept under present prices, whilst buyers 
are holding back in she hope that the recent collapse in Scotch pigs will 
affect quotations to some extent, but there is no probability that the make 
of this district will be quoted much lower than at present. 

In the Tin-Plate Trade there is not much business doing. The enquiry 
continues quiet, and quotations have receded since the quarterly meeting. 
It is stated that at New York stocks are heavy. The Steam Coal tradeis cha- 
racterised with continued activity, both on home and foreign account, and 
the energies of proprietors are taxed to meet the demand with that prompt- 
ness so much desired by shippers. For house qualities there is a moderate 
local sale, and the coasting trade is in about the same position as for some 
time past. 
The Bristol and South Wales Wagon Company (Limited) held an 
extraordinary general meeting on Thursday (Mr. J. Perry in the chair), 
for the purpose of the directors submitting to the shareholders a proposed 
agreement with Shackleford, Ford, and Co. (Limited), as the company’s 
principal railway carriage and wagon builders. The Chairman said that 
in 1863 an attempt was made to ge: up a new company, and they made terms with them, 
80 as not to have an opposition company. They gave the new company 3000 shares, at 
1. prem., at a time when the shares were selling at 37, prem., and some twenty gentle- 
men or more entered into an agreement that they would not assist in forming any other 
wagon company. It had, however, occurred that Mr. Shackleford took into partnership 
Mr. Ford, and they wished to transfer their wagon building to a limited liability com- 
pany, and not to confine themselves to wagon building, bat to combine with it the 
letting of wagons on hire. “hat brought Mr. Shackleford within the meaning of the 
agreement. Another agreement was made with Messrs. Shackleford and Ford, by 
which the directors were ob.iged to take 30,000/. ofthe work a year, and that work was 
to produce them—first 10,0907. at 7 per cent., and the remaining 20,0002. at 8% per cent. 
The directors thought that as the new company wanted to set aside the first agreement, 
and release Mr, Shackleford from his obligations under it, it was right that the share- 
holders should see whetber they were not entitied to something for this release, for Mr. 
Shackleford had something like 12007. in his 600 shares for signing that agreement. 
The result of the negoclations was that the wagon company should receive 9 per cent. 
upon the whole of the 30,0007. The Chairman thought the new agreement would yield 
& profit of 5007. a-year over the old one. After a long;discussion, in which the question 
of gentlemen sitting on both boards of directors was ventilated with some warmth of 
feeling, it was unanimously resolved “ that the di sof this pany be authorised 
to carry out and complete the agreement with Shackleford, Ford, and Co. (Limited), 
with the i d d thereon, the same to be executed and completed within 
three weeks from this day; but this resolution is to be on the express understanding 
that the release of Mr. Shackleford from the terms of the agreement of Aug. 20, 1863, 
will not be construed to release any of the other parties to that agreement, or to sanc- 
tion any of the new directors of this company becoming directors of the new company 
of Shackleford, Ford, and Co, (Limited). 
At the New Pits Colliery, Bedwelly, another explosion of fire-damp took 
place on Thursday morning. Fortunately the present explosiun, unlike 
the last one, has been attended with the loss of only one Jife, and injury 
to two other men. The deceased’s name was George Thomas, and his age 24. When 
last seen alive he was working in a level with three other men, named Thomas, Price, 
and Jones, and when the gas was fired his companions threw themseives on the ground, 
and succeeded in crawling out of the dangerous place.

Western maintained that they leased the undertaking subject to its being made a double 
line for the authorised capital, and in order to avoid any difficulty they made the offer 
referred toabove. Ata special ting of the shareholders of the Merthyr, Tredegar, 
and Abergavenny Company this offer was unanimously accepted. The London and North- 
Western Company are before Parliament for powers to carry out the arrangement. —

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


May 17.—The Iron Trade is necessarily quieter, and the possibility of 
extensive undertakings, which depended on advances from banking, dis- 
count, and finance companies, being indefinitely postponed, is sure to make 
buyers pause for atime. The monetary crisis has very slightly touched 
this county. Prior to 1857, a good deal of South Staffordshire paper, in- 
cluding some very bad, found it way to Overend and Gurney’s, but this 
has not been so extensively tae case of late. 

In the case of the failure of Messrs. Gibbs Brothers, ironworkers, their 
statement shows liabilities—exclusive of endorsements, which are not expected to in- 
volve any claims against the estate—of 36,000/., and the assets show lls. 4d. in 1. 
The bad debts are under 20007. ‘The proposal they made to their creditors, at a meeting 
on Monday, was to pay Ils. in 1’. in six months. The offer was accepted. 

Messrs. Hartshorne and Ward, chain manufacturers, of Queen’s Cross, 
Dadley, have suspended payment, with liabilities amounting to about 20,0007. 

A correspondent of the Mining Journal from Derbyshire, Yorkshire, 
and Lancashire appears disposed to treat rather lightly the predictions of 
the rapid consumption of the stores of workable coal in England. Dwellers 
in South Staffordshire are too sensitive of the possibility of exhausting 
vast beds of coal, as the great Ten-Yard seam exists now to only a small 
extent, and others are being rapidly worked out. It is true, as has been 
often stated in this letter, that there are sanguine hopes of getting coal 
from beneath the Permian strata, which would immensely widen the area; 
but the cost of extraction would be greatly increased, and it is one of our 
advantages as a nation in having minerals easy of access that our power 
to undersell many others depends. The warnings of Mr. Jevons, Sir Wm. 
Armstrong, and many others, will do good, for they are, as your corre- 
spondent’s letter shows, urging attention to the econouical consumption 
of smoke. It is a monstrous thing that the fair face of heaven should be 
blotted out over wide and populous districts by the escape of valuable un- 
used fuel into the air. 

On the Ist instant two miners were killed at Herbert’s Park Colliery, 
at Darlaston, by the fall of roof. At the inquest, on Wednesday, Mr. Baker, the 
Mines Inspector, was present. Joseph Clarke, the doggy, and John Wood, the deputy 
doggy of the pit where the accident occurred, were the only two witnesses examined. 
Their evidence was to the effect that on the day before deceased (Rhodes and Colley) 
were killed, they noticed a slip in the roof of that part of the pit where those persons 
were working, and, having had a couple of trees put in, they considered that they had 
taken ample precaution for the safety of the workmen, and would have no hesitation to 
work in that part of the pit themselves. The doggy, however, toid Colley to put up 
another tree if he should see any necessity for so doing, meaning, as he explained, that 
this was to be done when coal had been removed to make room for an additional tree. 
On the following morning, when he made the sual examination, he saw no signs of 
danger, but about two hours later, when, as there was every reason to believe, Colley 
was in the act of putting in another tree, a mass of rock, some 9 ft. in length, and 
about 2 ft. thickness, fell upon him eat bis companion, and killed them on the spot. 
There was abundance of timber in thé pit, and both witnesses admitted that had 
more trees been put in the accident would not have happened. — Mr. Baker stated 
that he had made an examination of the pit, and was of opinion that the accident 
was wholly due to a less number of trees having bven used at this part than 
should have been pat in, looking at the extremely dangerous condition of the roof. 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death,” but censured the doggy for not having 
insisted on more timber having been put up, idering the state of the roof. 
This case invoives, as did one referred to last week, the important question whether 

the person in charge of the working of a mine is responsible or not for proper timber- 
ing being carried out. On the determination of this question the diminution of the 
loss of life in mines in Soath Staffordshire mainly depends. If every individual work- 
man is to judge of the necessity of timbering, there is little hope of reducing the loss 
of life from falls of roof, a sad source of fatality in South Staffordshire. 








DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE. 


May 17.—The panic of the past week has passed over without much 
interruption to trade, although in the northern part of Yorkshire, where 
the firm of Overend, Gurney, and Co. has been held in the highest re- 
pute, there has been much and sad disappointment. The demand for iron 
continues active, and in North Derbyshire trade was scarcely ever in a 
better condition. Pipes and rails are in good demand, and manufacturers 
generally have no rzason for complaint, as orders are coming freely to 
hand, both for home consumption and for exportation. The Chesterfield 
and Midland Silkstone Coal Company, whose ge | was some time 
since handed over to the mortgagees, who had a first claim for 11,000/., 
is about to be resuscitated, and a company is being formed for the purpose 
of working the colliery. A preference, it is said, will be given to the old 
shareholders, should they be desirous to avail themselves of it. There is 
a large tonnage of coal being sent by the Midland from Staveley and Clay 
Cross, and, considering the season, the trade was scarcely ever in a healthier 
state, the orders in hand for the southern markets being more than an 
average. In many branches of the Sheffield trade business is remarkably 
quiet, but steel manufacturers and makers of armour-plates are kept fally 
going. In the South Yorkshire district there is no alteration whatever in 
the state of trade, Parkgate, with its 1400 men, being well supplied with 
orders, whilst at Elsecar matters remain in a very unsatisfactory state, 
only a very few puddlers being engaged, with no disposition shown to in- 
crease the number. The Coal Trade in the same locality continues brisk, 
more especially for what is known as Barnsley “ hards,” for which there is just now a 
large demand for the various works in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. For small coal 
and slack, which a few years since were looked upon as waste, there {s now a large de- 
mand for stationary engines, and for the making of coke. Only a short time since, at 
nearly all collieries, the small coal was used for road-making, and other purposes where 
stone was considered too expensive, but now it has become a most important item, and 
commands a high priceat home and abroad. On the Lincolnshire side of the Trent new 
farnaces are being put into blast, and in the course of some three or four weeks all the 
furnaces there will be in fall blast, and the locality promises to be one of the most 
thriving in England. . ; 

It is reported that upon Lady Downe’s estate at Birdforth, three miles 
west of Coxwold, the engineer has met with a thin seam of very good coal, with indica- 
tions of a thicker and much more valaable seam below. A shaft is to be sank. 

In the North Riding of Yorkshire the failure of the past week has been 
slightly feit, and the market for pig-iron has been anything but firm. On Wednesday, 
at Middlesbro’, the prices were, for sellers, 50s. 3d.; and buyers, 49s. 9d. 

In Liverpool, where the news from London on Friday last was received 
with consternation, things have been well adjasted, and the panic has passed over com- 
paratively harmless, although for some littie time it cannot do otherwise than to some 
extent cause trade tobe very quiet. In the fron manufacturing districts of Lancashire 
trade continues brisk, and the late failures seem to have in no way interfered with the 
ordinary course of trade. 

The question of our coal supply still occupies public attention, and I 
hope to be able to bring forward, in next week’s Mining Journal, some 
valuable information on the subject, under the suspices of some of the most 
eminent mining engineers of the county, to whose opinion most people 
will be inclined to defer. 

The Devonshire Silkstone Company have commenced to send their coal 
to market. It finds an exit from the pit’s mouth by a short line on the Sheepbridge 
Company’s branch, which commanicates with the main line of the Midland at a point 
known as the Danstan and Barlow siding. The mineral is transmitted from the col-

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM.' 


May 17.—The thunder which shook the great London commercial world 
has not yet done much harm here, nor is it expected to be seriously felt; 
the operations carried on here are, generally speaking, sound, and the de- 
mand for most of the staple articles produced very good, but there are 
some exceptions to this. Inthe glass trade some of the large houses have | 
accumulated such large stocks as to induce them to discharge some of 
their workmen, and reduce the make considerably.

The object is to run a feet of steamers 
or the conveyance of p gers and to and from the continental ports, and 
t is intended to purchase two or three steamers, which are to be ran to Hamburg, in 
he first instance; communication to be formed with other ports when the company Is 
ully estadiished. | 

Several steamers have been launched on the Tyne this week—one of 
3000 tons burthen, from the works at Jarrow; and also one of upwards of 1000 tons, 
from the yard of Leslie and Co., at Hebburn.

The works are expected to be enlarged three times their present size, in order to carry 
on the different branches of the business the new lessees purpose launching into, and a 
corresponding number of extra hands will be employed. 








SELECT COMMITTEE ON MINES. 

Joun NormAnsELL (of Barnsley), in continuation, stated that there is 
@ great objection to the men descending and ascending in the upcast shaft. The smoke 
anc the heat are so great that it is very dangerous, and the danger is added to by In- 
creasing the rapidity with which the men descend; there is a tendency to get them 
through the smoke and heat as soon as possible. As to ventilation, he suggested that 
the words ‘* under ordinary circumstances” should be left out in the first general rule, 
so that an adequate amount of ventilation should be at all times produced. As to 
a better system of inspection, he did not personally complain of Mr. Morton, but there 
were a great many miners who did. It is reported that men who have been 17 years 
at collieries have never seen him at all; he did not think it was possible for him to 
go without being seen. He did not suggest that the Inspector should have anything 
to do with the direction of the system of ventilation, and the general management of 
working, any further than recommending such alterations as would be taken notice of 
by employers. The Act states, in many instances, what should be done; but they 
wanted an Inspector to go and enforce it. The masters did not particularly like explo- | 
sions, but places are kept with insufficient air to save expense; it isa risk, they donot 
think anything will happen, but it does happen sometimes. He believed increased in- 
spection would prevent that. By Inspectors coming to see the law carried out employers 
would be prompted to keep the regulations in force. He thought it would bean improve- 
ment if the Inspector were obliged to ask the men if they had complaints, or if there | 
were a book kept to enter grounds of complaint. He would have three or four In- | 
spectors to the 34 collieries in the South Yorkshire (Barnsley ?) district, giving an 
average of nine to each Inspector. He had found the workmen reckless in putting up | 
the props, some wanted a great deal more attending to thanothers. He considered that | 
the contract rules were, in some cases, an evasion ofthe general rules, In South York- | 
shire a great many of the miners were respectable and well conducted, and their habits 
are provident and prodert; many of the workmen have two or three houses each, for 
which they receive rent. Their houses are for the most part well furnished and com- 
fortable; there are plenty of planofortes, and many & cote, with a good fat pig in it, be- 
sides, On the whole, they are a thriving popalation, but every district was not so good 
as South Yorkshire. The weekly pays now established has led to the decrease of playing, 
the men now working as many days as they can. There is no truck in South York- 
shire. The men’s greatest objection is to fines and clubs, especially to clabs —accident | 
clubs. They have their own clubs, managed by themselves. In this way they have | 
paid 8s. per week for accident instead of 5s., and saved 50/, the first year—the contri- 
butions being the same as when managed by the masters. 

Tuomas MorHersHaw, 27 years a miner, in the Wakefield and Methley 
district, stated that the Act was complied with, with few exceptions, The doors are gene- } 
rally swing-doors, and in good order, but he thought they were better without doors. 
He thought it would be practicable,and most beneficial to do without doors. Ventilation 
was carried on without doors—without doors for men and boys to pass through, at Mesers. 
Charlesworth’s, and at Measrs. Pope and Pearson's. 

Witt1am MILtwoop, collier, of Tipton, Staffordshire, had worked in 
the collieries of the Earl of Dadley and Messrs. Amphlitt and Dixon; and in his earlier 
days bad worked in Shropshire. He was now at Coneygre, where he had worked five 
years. It was a large colliery, and in it there were 8 or 10 boys to every 100 men, and 
of those not more than three or four were under 12 years of age. Certificates were not 
required. They were employed in carrying out slack, which was very hard work, and 
in opening doors. They worked 12 hours a day, and seemed much tired and exhausted 
when they come up. The larger boys drove the donkeys. There were a few women 
employed on the pit bank, but there was a strong feeling against that. One, named 
Mrs. Brighton, who lived two doors from him, and went to work at the pit, left two 
little children crying and pining at home. She was the wife of a man employed at the | 
furnace under Mr. Creswell. There were widows and single women, who had nochildren | 
to take care of, who worked. Hisopinion was that boys between 12 and 14 onght not tobe | 
employed more than eight hours. They had nocompliaints to make as to timber, which 
was supplied free of charge, but would like more frequent inspections. Ie had never | 
seen the Inspector at the Coneygre Pit. He had heard of his going down in other pits 
when there had been an aceident. 

BensaMin OweEN, of Bilston, was an ironstone miner of 21 years’ ex- 

perience. There were about 20 boys to every 100 men. There were general complaints 
of the ventilation, and that there were not proper air-ways. His father was killed by 
the black-damp, but accidents were rare. There ought to be better inspection, and | 
when accidents did occur some of the jurors ought to be working miners. 
Georce Parker, of Low Spennymore, six miles west of Durham, had 
been a coal miner 19 years, and had never been out of the county till he came to give 
evidence. He had worked in the Whitworth Colliery of Johnson, Wragg, and Co. 
13 years. It was 82 fms. deep. In the district, which comprised 26 collieries, there 
were about 500 boys under 14 years of age—20 or 30 toevery 100men, They can gene- 
rally read, and certificates are required if they cannot. There are no grounds of com- 
plaint as to their being employed contrary tolaw. Some are employed to help the put- 
ters, and pushing the tabs was heavy work. These and the pony drivers are mostly 
very tired, but the boys generally are “easily wrought.” They worked 12 hours on 
the average, not including Satarday, which {s generally a short day. Some of the boys 
have to travel two miles from the bottom of the shaft before they get to the place where 
their day’s work commences, I think that no boys ought to be employed in the pits 
under 14, and that for some years their labour ought to be limited to eight hours.

They believed that this could be done if the masters would go to the expenag 
Where there was a deficiency of ventilation the Inspector ought to have power to atop 
the works until that deficiency was removed. In the Whitworth Mine, at about 600 
yards from the main shaft, there was another shaft 1314 fathoms deep. That had been 
sunk on account of a “ trouble” in the seam—it was a single shaft, bratticed. 

A conversation here arose amongst the committee whether that was not 4 breach of 
the Act, in which Sir Philip Egerton said these places were called sumps or winzeg 
and not shafts, which was something that came up to the air; and it seemed to be the 
general impression that an oversight had been committed in the Act of Parliament fo 
not providing that there should be two shafts in such cases. F 

Witness: The name it has with us in Durham isa“ staMe.” We want the Inspee. 
tor to come to each colliery once or twice in three months. I do not think that would 
in any way lessen the responsibility of the masters. There are no stoppages from the 
wages to provide for men who suffer from accidents, but in nearly all the collieries in 
the district it is the rule that if a man is laid off work on account of being hurt by an 
accident he receives 5s, per week, and a boy 2s. 6d. We contribute nothing for this; it 
is the gift of the masters. There are benefit societies, but they have nothing to do with 
the collieries, There are no complaints as to the payments being made fortnightly. 
There is discontent on account of the composition of juries. Another complaint is that 
some are paid by weight and some by measure, and the men all prefer weight. There 
is dissatisfaction, however, about the weighing, but the colliers dare not complain, At 
the Brancepeth Colliery if a man complained he would have a fortnight’s notice at once 
There‘are but few Union men. The they pt to bine, the leaders get 
notice. In my pit there are Union men, but it makes no difference there, 

Mr. Foster: Your pit seems to be a land of Goschen. 

Joun Grirritus had been a miner for 20 years in the Rhondda Valley, 
South Wales. Heworked for the Troedrhiw Coal Company. There were a good many 
boys—20 to the 100 men—of whom five or six would be under 12 years, Had never 
seen any certificates until within the last six months. He would not allow boys to enter 
the mines until 12, and from that time till they were 14 only work eight hours. The 
ventilation of the district was in some places very bad. ‘They worked in stalis 60 yards 
long, in which there was no air-ways at all. The Troedrhiw Pit was weil ventilated 
now. He always worked with a naked light, Ile objected to the Davy lamps, because 
the employers thought when those were provided they had done everything, but when 
they used the maked light they were obliged to see to the ventilation. The inspection 
was insufiicient, the composition of juries bad, and the weighing unfatr. 

ALExanDER M‘Denacp, of Holytown, near Glasgow, Lanarkshire 
acting secretary of the Miners’ Association, was examined at great length. He sald he 
had worked from the age of 8 to 23 in several pits in Lanarkshire, Drumgray, Drom. 
shangle, Darngavel, Maviesbank, and others, and for a time he took the management 
of a mine as under and then as overground overseer. The principal grounds of com. 
plaint which the miners had were,—l1, as to inspection; 2,as to truck masters; and 
3, as to the special rules. Theinspection was unsatisfactory, both as to the ability and 
the numbers of the inspectors. The inspection was particularly defective in the two 
points for which it was mostly intended—namely, as to the boys employed and the 
safety of the mines. The law relating to hoys was not sufficiently carried out. Boys 
were largely employed in Scotland between the ages of 10 and 12. Could not say 
how many boys in proportion io the 100 of men there were, but certainly more than 
10. Many of the boys could not read, but they were not required to have Certificates. 
Had communieated that fact from time to time to the Inspector, and it was sometimes 
attended to, but not always. The work the boys had todo chiefly was called“ drawing,” 
or pushing the hutches. It was very hard work, but not so hard as when he was 
boy, as there are now tramways, which enabled them to push heavier loads with 





| greater esse. The miners’ boys might be easily known anywhere by their stunted and 


twisted growth. Boys who work under their own fathers are worse treated than those 
paid by the masters. He had just reported a case to Mr. Moore, the Inspector, in which 
three boys helping their father were kept down the pit three days and three nights con. 
secutively. One of them was under 10 years of age. He wrote on that ground only 
as the Inspector has no right to interfere as to hours. Boys help their parents in getting 
the coal and not in drawing, and on the average work 11 or 12 hours, but when em- 
ployed by the masters about 10 hours, There is no system of shifts tn Scotland, and 
boys work a littie jonger than the men toclearaway. Iiis suggestion for the Legisla. 
ture was, that they should work only eight hours up to 14 years of age, and that none 
shonid be accepted under 12, That was the opinion of the intelligent workmen, who 
would also make schooling compulsory between 12 and 14. There was now a school 
attached to ali jarge works; and the parents should be fined if the boys did not attend, 
They would be quite able to attend school two or twoanda half hours. In Clack. 
mannanshire and Fifeshire and in some portions of Lanarkshire women were employed 
The custom of employing women had gained ground in the last few years. He attri. 
butes It to the fact that the masters get the work done cheaper by them than by men. 
He thought it was not right toemploy women, and that was the general opinion. It was 
degrading tothe women. No doubt their employment tended to keep down the wages 


| of men, but on the point of wages he had no feeling whatever. 


By Sir P. pt Grex Ecerton: The women were employed screen|ng coal,and carrying 
it out to the wagons at the pit head, They worked about 11 hours, and got from 1s. to 
1s. 64, per day. It was laborious and dirty work. The boys employed by the masters 
got 1s. 3d., 1s, 6d., or 2e. per day, according to size and work. Door-boys had ls, 

By Mr. Woops: The case of a man and his boys working three days and three nights 
consecutively was not altogether exceptionable. When men were paid by the plece he 
bad known them go down on Wednesday and not come up until Saturday. 

Mr. Woops: Is.ita well-eaathenticated fact that it occurredat all ?—Wirweas: It is— 
the man’s name is Machlachian, and the pit is that of the Shotts [ron Company. The 
employers ostensibly paid for the schools attached to all large works; bat, In fact 
they make a large profit out of them. Every man pays 2d. per week to the butiding 
fund and 2d, per week for teachers, whether he has children or not. Those who have 
children pay forall (except the first) 1d. per week. It was a great grievance that, while 
they thus amply supported the school, they had no voice in its management, or 
in the appol t of school A great many were Roman Catholics, and the 
teachers were all Protestants. 





If they sent their children to a Roman Catholic school 
He knew one 
achool belonging to works where there are 900 men—a caiculation would show that the 
cost of building would be paid for in one year, and yet they had been paying to the 
building fund for the last eight years. The original cost would not be more than 400/, 
and there was the Government grant; and so, with the charge for teachers, the men 
held that to be exorbitant, for, although 900 men paid their 2d. each weekly for teachers 
the number of scholars was but about 300. The workmen had no objection to school 
fees, but now thought them immoderate. 

By Col. Dunng: The larger proportion of the miners who are Roman Catholics are 
Irishmen. These fees have nothing to do with medical attendance—that is separate 
altogether. The fee for medical attendance is 2d. men and 1d. boys. The greatest 
grievance of the workmen is that as to the prevalence of the truck system. Messrs, 
Merry and Canningham have ten truck stores, one at the each of their works, viz.— 
at Carnbroe, Stevenson, Den, Balakiava, Inkermann, Glengarnock, Reddens, Hays- 
thorne, Warwick Hill, and Alnwick Lodge. Messrs. Neilson (Summeriee Iron Com- 
pany) have stores at Summerlee, Jervistown, Keppock, Black Hill, Kenmuir, Knights- 
wood, and Pleins. Messrs. Watson and Co. have one at Dardyan; the Shotts [ron 
Company have three ; the Coltness Iron Company at Newmains and three other places; 
and there are others, scattered ail over the district. These stores supplied everything, 
even to the butter milk and sweet milk of the district. They gave tin tokens for 
milk, which the farmers accepted as payment. If anyone did not spend the greater 
part of his wages he had an admonition, and if persevered in notice to leave. The 
wages were paid monthly, and the best and most provident hands were allowed to have 
half their earnings free; but all those who needed advances, and they were the ma- 
jority, were entirely in the hands of the storekeepers. When men had nothing “to 
lift,” advances would be made them for drink, when nothing would be allowed to their 
wives and children for bread. The workmen considered the system a great grievance, 
and an indignation meeting was held on tne subject a few months ago. Witness heard 
one of Merry’s contractors admit that their men were compelied to spend half their 
wages at the store. Merry’s were not the worst—there were some places where the 
men were not allowed to take away a single penny. They had eleven spirit licenses, 
and they always opposed others who attempted to get them. The workmen generally 
preferred co-operative stores, and in some parts they were established with the consent 
and the assistance of the employers. The ventilation of raines in Scotland was greatly 
improved of late years, but it is still very bad. [tis best in the larger mines, and 
where they are subjected to explosive gases. There are @ good many mines yet with 
only one single shaft and brattices. Mr. Moore, the Imspector, wrote a pamphlet on 
the ventilation of mines, in which he said “ 8000 ft. of pure sir per minute would be 
enough to ventilate any mine in Scotland;” and he add ed—“ If these rules were at- 
tended to an explosion in Scotland would be almost imposible. “ These rules” did not 
include the use of safety-lamps. With regard to ventilation, his suggestion was that 
there should be more Inspectors—there being now only t wo for 1140 pits, and it would 
take them two years to go over every pit. The Inspectors should recommend, and in

| Ratinea or Mixes.—The subjoined is a copy of Mr. Cave’s “ Bill to 
| Amend the Law in England and Wales with reference to the Assessment 
| of Mines to Local Rates,” the second reading of which is fixed for May 30: 
Whereas doubts are entertained whether mines other than coal mines are liable to be 
| Tated to local rates,and it is expedient that such doubts should be removed: Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords spiritual and temporal and Commona in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows :— 
| 1.—From and after the next, mines and minerals of every description in Eng- 
land and Wales shall be liable to be rated to local rates in the same manner and to the 
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game extent so far as circumstances will admit in which and to which coal minés are 
liable to be rated to local rates. 
2.—Provided always, that in assessing the aunual value of mines or minerals there 
shall, in addition to the usual deduction and allowances, be made such further deduction 
or allowance as will so far as can be calculated on the exbaustion of the mineral. re- 
resent by accumulation its original fee simple value and the value of the capital ex- 
ed thereon, 
onde’ rovided also that where any mine shall, at the passing of this Act, be held upon 
a lease reserving rent in money, royalty, toll, or due other than {n kind, the occupier of 
the mine which by reason of this statute shall become rateable, shall be entitled to de- 
duct from the rent, royaity, toll, or due payable under such lease, one moiety of thesum 
ch upon towards the said rate in respect of such mine before the day upon which 
such rents shall have accrued, and the lessor or person otherwise entitled to guch rent, 
royalty, toll, or due shall allow such deduction in part payment thereof. 
4.—Title of Act: This Act may be cited as the Rating of Mines Act, 1866,

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The French forgemasters have adopted the bases of a new classification 
of plates, similar to that adopted recently in Belgium. At the same time 


the new tariff has not yet been finally determined on, and we cannot, 
therefore, publishit. At the same sitting the French forgemasters agitated 
various questions of special interest. Fears are entertained that the at- 
tempt to sell the Decazeville Works, May 30, will prove unsuccessful; 
nevertheless, the terms on which the works are offered would not be regarded as ex- 


aggerated in ordinary times. The creation is announced of a small company, with a 


capital of 50,0007, for the working of the forges and foundries of Bruntquel,in the Tarn- 
et-Garonne, the transfer of which has just been made by the Orleans Railway Company 
for 6600/. The new pany has also acquired the forge of Maurs, in the Cantal. The 
Bar-le-Dauc blast-farnaces and foundries were recently offered for sale, but did not find 
purchasers. The Charentes Railway Company has ordered from the Fourchambault 
Forges and Foundries Company 3000 tons of rails, at the rate of 81. 7s. 10d. per ton, 
delivered in the depots of the company. The St. Dizier market is relatively good; 
charcoal-made pig is quoted nominally at 4/. 8s. to 4/. 10s. per ton; rolled iron has 
made $l. 48. to 91. per ton, according to the works; sheets, 9/. 8s. to 9/. 12s. per ton; 
hammered ditto, 102. 4s. to 107. 128.; and machine, No. 20, 91. 4s. to 97. 8s. per ton. 
The transfer and approaching re-lighting of the Bols-le-Tilleul Rolling Works has caused 
great satisfaction to the producers of pig in the Moselle district; it is believed, in fact, 
that the quotation of refining pig will now easily revive, but this conclusion is not uni- 
versally admitted. Later statistics as to the production of pig and iron in France in 
1965 state matters thus :—Pig, 1,200,321 tons; iron, 844,735 tons. Meetings are an- 
nounced as follows:—Elfel Mines Company, May 24, at Paris; Marseilles Gas and 
Blast Furnaces Company (with which is associated the working of the Portes and 
Sénéchas Mines), May 29, at Paris; Graissessac United Mines Company, May 29, at 
Montpellier; Caisse des Mines, May 30,at Paris; Campagnac Mines Company, May 30, 
at Paris; Gar-Rouban, &c. (Algeria), Mines Company, May 31, at Marseilles ; Pallitres 
Mines and [Ironworks Company, June 8, at Marseilles; and Denain and Anzin Blast 
Furnaces Company, July 10, at Paris. It appears that the Paris, Lyons, and Mediter- 
ranean Railway Company proposes to bring 2000 more coal wagons into use upon its 
very extensive system during the current year. Eleven additional goods engines were 
delivered for use last year, and 23 more will be made available in the course of 1866. 
The increase in the quantity of coal and cdke conveyed over the company’s system last 
year, as compared with 1864, was 79,000 tons. There was also an increase last year of 
44,600 tons in the mineral traffic, and of 41,000 tons in the movement of metallurgical 
products. The t in the coal and coke traffic of the Northern of France Railway, 

comparing 1865 with 1864, was 406,791 tons, or 15°80 per cent. The revenue derived 

by the company from this branch of its business showed an increase last year, as com- 

pared with 1865, of 17°94 percent. A saving of 58852. was effected last year in regard 

to the consumption of combustible used in the rolling stock. This saving arose from 

the increasing substitution of coal and briquettes for coke, which formerly was the only 

combustible employed for the locomotives. This substitution has acquired such im- 

portance that in the whole quantity of combustible consumed by the engines coke now 

figures for only 12°80 per cent. On the whole, the results obtained last year in the 
4 t of the y's rolling stock were considered satisfactory. The Graffen- 
staden Works are making some locomotives for the Ckarentes Railway Company ; two 
of these engines, with their tenders, will be delivered at Rochefort at the end of June, 
and the othersin Jaly. The increase in the coal, coke,and mineral traffic of the Kastern 
of France Railway amounted last year to about 450,000 tons, ‘ 
The Centre (of Belgium) Railway Company, whose line extends from 

Ecaussines to Erquelines and Marchiennes, has just held its annual general 

meeting. ‘The report presented stated that there had been a considerable 

increase in the receipts during the past year. This line is of no great ex- 
tent as regards its length, bat it is well placed as regards the coal basin of the Centre, 
and its trafilc is expected to acquire shortly a very great develop t, in q of 
conventions which the directors have concluded with the Braine-le-Comteand Courtrai 
and the Coal Basins of the Hainaut Railway Companies. Two grave facts, the evil in- 
fluence of which is beginning to make Itself felt, now dominate the siderurgical market 
of Belgium. The first of these facts will be readily guessed ; war has paralysed the move- 
ment of affairs; almost every one remains in an attitude of expectation ; and bold in- 
deed are those who have not restricted their operations. The second fact is the fall in 
prices at Glasgow—a fact of great significance to Beigium, as a more cheerful aspect of 
the English market would have rendered an advance in Belgian iron possible and prac- 
ticable. But without this ald the Belgian works may have to carry on their operations 
at a loss, or at any rate at a reduced profit, It is very difficult now to fix current prices 
in Belgium. The top price for first-class rolled No. 1 iron at Charleroi is from 6/, 16s. 
to 71. per ton. A quotation of 41. per ton for No. 5 casting pig, very laboriously ac- 
quired, cannot now be sustained, especially against the competition of English pig; re- 
fining is a little firmer. At Liége pig is firm, while iron and plates are neglected; the 
Liége construction workshops might be better occupied than they are at present. The 
summer season has now come, but, nevertheless, the movement and deliveries of Belgian 
coal are relatively satisfactory. The coal owners profess great faith in the coming autumn 
and winter season; many events may, however, occur to change the aspect of affairs, 
and this consideration has induced coal owners to be more ready than hitherto to con- 
clade contracts, It is at Liége that the influence of the current season has been most 
felt; important contracts have been concluded at prices 10d. per ton below those asked 
amonth since. The terms at a recent adjudication for the State system of railways 
were 2s. 6d. per ton lower at Li¢ge than at Charlerot—a fact which shows that at Ligge 
at least the future appears to be a very uncertain one. At Charleroi freight for Paris is 
bigh, having attained of late the rate of 8s. 5d. per ton; boatsare scarce. In the Centre 
the state of the coal trade Is at least as favourable as at Charleroi. At Mons there is 
every reason to be satisfied with the movemenc and orders; boats are, unfortunately, 
scarce, and freights are high, The Bleyberg Mines and Foundries Company will pay 
next month a dividend of 6/. per whole share, or 1/. 4s. per fifth share; this dividend 
will be payable at Li¢ge and Antwerp. The Nouvelle-Montagne Company will pay on 
Jane 30 a dividend of 2/7. per whole share, and 8s. per fifth share at Brussels, The di- 
vidend of the Belgian Collieries Company for 1865 is fixed at 1/. per share; half payable 
Jane 30 and half Nov, 30,1866. The following Belgian compantes have held meetings 
this week :—Asturian Mining Company, on Monday, at Brassels ; Couchant du Fi¢nu 
Colilery Company, on Monday, at Quaregnon ; Crachet and Picquery Collieries Company, 
on Monday, at Frameries ; Herve-Wergifosse Collieries Company,on Monday, at Herve ;

There has been some confusion as to the amount of dividend paid by 
the French company known as the Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterranée. 
It is 47, per share (for 1865), of which 12, 4s. per share has been already 
paid, leaving 27. 16s. per share for division during the current month. 
This distribution absorbed 64,000/., and a sum of 15867. having been carried forward to 
the credit of 1866, it follows that the total available profit realised during 1865 was 
66,5867. During the exercise 1865 the company had to traverse exceptionally diffi- 
cult circumstances. Thus we must recall the disasters occasioned in the South by the 
cholera ; the yards at Marseilles were not much affected by this visitation, but at the 
Seyne establishment work was almost interrupted during Septemper. In the work- 
shops of that district the namber of workmen, which amounted to 2500, has fallen to 
740, and the company has had to regret the loss of 100 of its own staff. The company’s 
Operations were, nevertheless, attended last year with good results, the production dar- 
ing 1865 representing a value of $40,000/., or 10 per cent. more than in 1864, Some 
important orders were carried out last year by the company. Thus the Ottoman Go- 
vernment, which formerly supplied its requl wholly in England, purchased 
three armour-plated gun-boats for the Danabe. The Viceroy of Egypt has ordered a 
tog of 120-horse power, besides two large steamers, which are now in the company’s 
yards, The French Maritime Transport Company, formed under the auspices of the 
General Company for Promoting French Industry and Commerce, has ordered nine 
boats, of 120-horse power each ; three of these steamers are already delivered, and their 
trial trips have been attended with satisfactory results. The Isthmus of Suez Canal 
Company purchased last year dredges, boats, and lifting apparatus. We ought especi- 
ally to note, also, an important order given to the company by the Prussian Govern- 
ment for an armour-plated frigate of 1000-horse power; this isa work of about 240,000/. 
Tn the course of 1865, the company delivered to the Brazilian Government a large armour- 
plated frigate. It also completed engines of 1000-horse power intended for the French 
frigate La Savoie. The number of workmen employed in this company’s yards now 
exceeds 5000; it averaged 4500 daring the past exercise. Before closing our notice of 
(his important and apparently flourishing company, we ought, perhaps, to note that the 
dividend paid for 1864 was at the same rate as that now declared for 1865. 

According to advices from Havre, some symptoms of revival have ap- 
peared in Chilian copper, 83/. per ton having been paid for 11 tons of dis- 
posable; 134 tons of disposable have also been dealt in at 817, at Paris, 
21 tons to be delivered in the second half of May on the same terms, and 
10 tons to be delivered in the second half of July at 827, 10s.

Three of the men are an- 
married, but the others leave four widows and nine children. It appears that Michael 
Yeo was sacrificed in the heroic attempt to save those further back ic the level. Capt. 
Doidge was above ground when the fatality took place, and he gained the first intima- 
tion of what had occurred from the two boys who were saved on going to the mouth of 
the pit in order to descend. He quickly went down, and found that the water had filled 
the mine, and had already risen to the extent of 15 fms. above the entrance to the 40 fm. 
level, filling, of course, the whole mine with water up to that point; and after going 
through the whole of the workings that were traversable, to see that no men remained 
there, Capt. Doidge was obliged by the water to return to the surface. Only a very 
small quantity of the water has been forked; it has, therefore, been urged that decisive 
steps should at once be taken for increasing the power of the machinery now on the 
mine. Inthe meantime it is satisfactory to know that everything is being done that 
humanity can suggest for alleviating the sorrows of the bereaved, and for receiving the 
bodies when they are brought to surface.

Truro, April 2, 1866.—My Dear Mr. THomas: Pray accept my apoligies for not 
having replied before to your letter of the 29th, with reference to Mr. Wadge. I have 
been absent from home over Good Friday and Easter Sunday, and have only just got 
back this evening. I give you this explanation, for Ishouid regret if you supposed that 
I had cause for an hour’s hesitation or delay in giving my views as to Mr. Wadge’s 
public position in the metallic mining community.
